Blunt, hard, realistic, in a story of a bank 
robber who is released on parole, and after ten years' sentence, finds that he has 
a new slant on life and an aim of eventually getting a chance to work out his theo- 
ries on the parole board. Reluctantly, he takes a job as a sort of hand-shaker in 
a bar, and is exploited by the public. He meets "the girl” and she helps provide 
the security he lacks, but in the end cannot save him from the society standards 
which force him into defense of those outside the law. The character — ingenuous, 

<) optimistic - comes closer to the Steinbeck figures than his brothers of the hard- 

ie boiled school. A moving story, and one that should give Morley Callaghan a place of

Hill, James LOVING MEMORY Little, Brown 


The fifth of the Little, Brown novelettes, and while not the equal of the 
others in fundamental values, still entertaining reading, original, clever and on 
the side of sophistication. The story of a man whose actual relations with his wife 
are revealed to him only after her death, when her diary shows him a new side of her 
character, secretive, suspicious, inclined to unnecessary deceptions. This impres-— 
sion of the wife he had adored, claims him after her death, and almost succeeds in 
coming between him and his newfound love... Again this is evidence that brevity can

Asch, Sholem THE MOTHER Putnam 
* (Except in its English translation, which for some reason the author with- 


drew after four printings some years ago, The Mother has had the widest sale of any 
of his work. Now in a new translation it is reissued, and has the chance of making 
its mark on its own merit.) Quite a different type of story from Three Cities or 
The War Goes On - it is a symbolic novel, with "the mother principle" as the domin- 
ant force. First, in the character of the mother of a Polish-Jewish immigrant fam- 
ily, who has made individual life possible for each of her brood, meeting their 
needs, and ready to push them forth when they need independence. Then in Deborah, 
who has found her destiny in giving inspiration to a struggling sculptor, but who 
leaves him when she feels that she has fulfilled her destiny and that he has other 
needs, while she must take her mother's place at home. Poignant, powerful, a book 
of depth and breadth, this has elements of greatness that the other books, dependent 
more on the power of the plot and the message, scarcely needed. There are under~ 
currents and vibrations here that will carry far. It should be handled as a new 
book - sold as such. Don't dismiss it as a reprint. $2.50

Hunt, Edward Eyre GREATHOUSE Harcourt, Brace 


A strange book, recalling The Wandering Jew ~ recalling Orlando, but less 
broadly symbolic, less esoteric than either. "Greathouse" stands for the average 
man; his story is that of a man who lives twenty-five years of the nation’s span of 
life while growing only five years older. Starting with a seering experience during 
the witch trials of Salem, he lives on through ten episodes of American life, some 
of them the obvious and expected ones, together giving a many-sided picture of our 
national life and growth and character, living always in the tension of the moment, 
ignoring the lesson of the past. A book that is more interesting in its conception 
than its actuality, for somehow Greathouse is a shadowy, two dimensional figure, and 
the story sometimes confuses in its merging of period on period. A trick book. A 
tour de force. $2.50

Lofts, Norah : WHITE HELL OF PITY Knopf 


Last year, Norah Lofts won the American Booksellers’ Award for The For- 
gotten book with her exquisite fantasy romance, ] Wet A Gypsy. Then came a charm- 
ing fictionized biography of Raleigh, Here Was A Han. Now — again as distinct from 
the other two as they are from each other, comes this tragic story of a child, ill 
born, thrust into a hopeless environment, arbitrarily snatched forth, and then, 
through the vagaries of fate, brought up against the stone wall of circumstances 
she was not equipped to meet. If the author could forgo her message, ignorea motive, 
she would have told a revealing story of character and environment versus inherit- 
ance. As it is, she has weakened her purpose in too openly declaring it, making 
this almost a thesis novel. But she can write and she has a tale to tell. $2.50 


Wright, Priscilla Hovey SO WE'LL LIVE Houghton, Mifflin 


A much better than average first novel, and a novel that should appeal to 
those who liked Time at Yer Heels and Walk Humbly. Two families intermarry, and 
the story follows the fortunes of various members of the family, through the ups 
and downs of fate and fortune, chiefly through the eyes of Janey, who becomes the 
old maid aunt needed by everyone. An interesting picture of life and viewpoints in 
a small New England town, not far from Boston, from 1911 to the present. Not a con- 
sistently motivated plot, but a plot that lies inherent in the characters, in the 
unfolding of their lives, in their impact one on another. Not a book for those 
seeking fast paced action, but for thease who enjoy the quiet revelation of lives 
of people such as one might know. $2.50

Fabricius, Johann THE LOVE OF MARIO FERRARO Little, Brown 


This was published in 1981 by Simon & Schuster. Now, with the other 
books under the Little, Brown banner, this book has come to join them. It is not 
likely to appeal particularly either to those who liked the grand sweep and panor- 
ama of Son of Marietta nor the quiet humor and unique charm of Lions Starve in 
Naples. It is melodrama, with a romantic central character which becomes rather 
shoddy as he unfolds, and with a background first of Capri, where Mario was a boat- 
man taking visitors to the Blue Grotto, finally of the rebellion-torn inland dis- 
tricts of Paraguay. There is a deftness in spinning a yarn that holds the interest 
as one reads but in the last analysis it is a rather disappointing book. $2.50

Greenwood, Edwin UNDER THE FIG LEAF Doubleday, Doran 


A bit silly, though amusing in spots, this satire on the subject of dic- 
tatorships comes closer to being timely than anything Greenwood has recently done. 
An old man decides to reform the village he has acquired, making himself dictator 
and resting on a theory of divine right. But humor gets the better of him and he 
eventually laughs himself to death at a nudist party. Greenwood has a very special 
market — a bit of the Thorne Smith crowd, without the salacious angle. $2.50 


Wayne, Donald FINE FLOWERS IN THE VALLEY Scribner 


There's enough of almost brilliantwriting and interpretation to make this 
novel better than negligible, where its loosely woven plot, its blend of melodrama 
and introspection, might tend to place it. The story of a girl who kills her bas- 
tard child - and when the crime is pinned on her and evaded only by a nicety of law, 
spends the rest of her life trying to remake her life and to escape the results of 
her deed. Oddly enough, the author speeds up his pace during the most eventful per- 
iods; and slows it down almost to the point of boredom, during the uneventful years. 
This gives an effect of lack of balance, of uncertainty in plot structure and char- 
acterization. Not a book for the tender-minded —- nor yet a book for The Postman 
audience. $2.50

James, Edward | THE GARDENER WHO SAW GOD Scribner 
This is having a succes d’estime in England. I question a popular recep- 


tion here. Perhaps we are too literal. For this is a modern fable, allegory if you 
like, set in rural England, with the central figures the members of the staff of a 
county estate. Among these people and against this setting, the young head gardener, 
living through his thoughts and emotions, achieves new heights when he hears his 
first symphony concert and later sees and speaks with God in his garden. Poetic 
style, philosophy in fiction form, an occasional tone of mocking humor, frequently 

a plane of pure emotion. Not a book for a wide public, unless chance gave it a start 
and people began talking about it as a "deep book which everyone is talking about." 
Then watch it go! $2.50

Blankfort, Michael I MET A MAN Bobbs—Merrill 


Written in first person, this seems like a man's defense to himself of an 
act that has come to dominate the emotions of his life. An American joins the Brit-— 
ish Intelligence, takes on the identity of a German prisoner, and goes in his place 
to rejoin the German army, En route he meets an officer striving, against prejudice, 
to meet his men on a human plane. They become friends - only to have their faith 
punctured when the "spy" has to use his friend's confidence in betraying him. The 


finale, with its tragic aftermath, has a certain poignancy. A story of a friendship.

Gordon, Caroline THE GARDEN OF ADONIS Scribner 


An indictment of a system in a stark picture of a Southern aristocracy 
gone to seed, of a plantation unable to produce for owner or tenants, of false 
social standards and class levels. Moral irresponsibility, poverty that forces 
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issues, tragedy inescapable. And while tragedy stalks, the story is told looking 
backward into basic causes and sordid motives. It is a better integrated book than 
her two previous ones, it shows a distinct advance in structure and condensation, 
but it lacks the glamor of the previous backgrounds, - first, the sporting country; 


second, the Civil War. $2.50

Thayer, Tiffany ONE-MAN SHOW Messner 


Tiffany Thayer has a gift for story telling. He spins an entertaining 
yarn, there are shrewd passages, there's for T.T. a minimum of obscenity. A baffling 
story of a man who is completely metamorphosed after a motor accident, changes his 
interests, his occupation, his friends, and is rescued from a conviction that he is 
a reincarnation of a dead spirit, and in love with another reincarnation, until his

Fenton, Jessie DOWN THE DARK STREET Houghton, Mifflin 


A psychologist turns novelist, and can't resist making a novel out of what 
reads like a detailed "case". The author traces the career of a small town boy, en- 
ticed by a gang of toughies into petty thievery, and from that point started on a 
career of crime. He escapes from the house of detention, falls in with a big time 
crook, and eventually is caught and recommitted to the reform school. A revealing 
and terrible picture of the mechanics of "reform" - and its results, ending for him 
in Sing Sing and the chair. For those interested in prison stories and inside pic-— 
tures of places of correction, rather than for those who want straight fiction. $2.50 


O'Brien, Edward J., ed. THE BEST BRITISH SHORT STORIES 1937 Houghton, Mifflin 


Except for the fact that there is the interest of discovery of a majority 
of unfamiliar names (to the American public), this seems a fairly mediocre group of 
stories. The usual current types of stories, social themes, modern horror stories, 
and virtually no "period pieces". Among many unknown names, one spots a few known 
writers, - Hanley, Bowen, Golding. The volume includes the Yearbook of the British,
